Monday, April 26, 2010 

Secretary of Commerce Gary Locke opens the Summit with remarks 

This event is open for all registered press. Doors open for press set-up at 7 a.m. All press must 
be in place by 9:30 a.m. The Secretary will give his remarks at 10 a.m. Summit press badge and 
photo ID are required to attend. 

President Obama concludes Day One of the Summit with remarks 

This event is open for all print/radio journalists and still photographers pre-registered for the 
Summit. Press registration deadline has passed. Television coverage will be pooled. All media 
must check-in at the media desk in front of the security screening area and show their Summit 
press badge and a photo ID. All press must then pass through two layers of screening before 
entering the Amphitheater. Press check-in and security screening will begin at 3:30 p.m. Doors 
close to press at 4:30 p.m. 

Tuesday, April 27, 2010 

Secretary of State Hillary Rodham Clinton Delivers Closing Remarks 

This event is open for all press registered for the Summit. All media must check-in at the media 
desk in front of the security screening area and show their Summit press badge and a photo ID. 
Doors will open at 2:00 pm. TV cameras must be set up and in place before the security sweep 
at 2:45 pm. Doors close to print press and still photographers at 3:45 p.m. 

Connecting Media with Participants: 

Many delegates attending the Presidential Summit on Entrepreneurship have expressed interest 
in speaking with the media. To facilitate this, there will be a press room in the Atrium Hall for 
one-on-one interviews with interested delegates and U.S. officials.

International Media Filing Center and Associated Services: 

The international media filing center will be located in the Atrium Hall, with easy access to other 
Summit venues. The filing center will provide 50 workspaces with power and hardwire internet 
connections. These workspaces are provided on a first-come, first-served basis. If needed, the 
Foreign Press Center, just one block north of the Reagan Building, can provide extra workspaces 
and assist media with tape feeds.
